tage of her most favored nation 
clause, has not been niiuio clear. .\11 
of the luoceedings thus far by the 
Senate eoniinitlee, however, make it 
evident that the provisions of the 
Payne bill resiiecting this administra- 
tive feature are likely to bo disap- 
proved. i''rom some sources there has 
come a demand lor the reversal of the 
Payne system so as to make the es- 
tablished rates the niaximum arid givo 
a- reduction of twenty per cent, to the 
nations giving the United States the 
greatest a^lvantases, but opposition to 
this . method developed on - the ground 
that such a plan would upset the es- 
timates of revenue, to ne derived from 
the new tarlft.. It Is. said that the re-

Tile three articles which have come

He aald the talk of 
cheaper Canadian lumber and cheaper 
cost of production In the ^ Canadian 
mills was the merest buncombe. Mr. 
Howland said that he was in sympa- 
thy with the movement for the con- 
servation of the forests. "There is one 



ind'uStryle'ft In the country," said Mr. 
Howland, "which, whether wo are frco 
traders or protectionists, wo desire to 
encourage, and tlint is the building of 
homes. The frame In the mill Is still 
the type of home of the majority of 
our people. In my judgment the time 
has come when the government should 
refuse longer to put any burden, in 
the shape oC a tariff on lumber, on the 
honxe-builcUng of our country."

Ottawa, Jlarch 20.— When the IIou.se 
wont Into committee of supply this 
afternoon, Martin Uurrell, of Yale- 
Cariboo, took up the cudgels in bo- 
Jiulf of the fruitgrowing Industry ot 
tho west. The fruit marks act had 
many weaknesses.' The seatlons ap- 
plying to the inspection of closed 
p.ackages should apply to peaches as 
well as apples and pears. He advo- 
cated ur.ifor.ni sizes of paek.'iges for 
fruit used in Canada u.-, wi-.W as for 
that exported to foreign countries. He 
thought the large importations of 
American fruit Into th(! west should 
engage the attention of .the govern- 
ment. In Alberta the fruit marks act 
was a dead letter, and that territory 
had become a dumr/ng ground of dis- 
eased fruits and ouils from the United 
states. The act shotild be made to 
apply to fruit Imported from the 
States. Additional inspectors wore 
necessary to see tliat both Canadian 
and American paclcers complied with 
the law. 

Hon. Sydney Fislier admitted that 
Mr. Burrell luid been most reasonable 
in his present view of tlio matter. The 
act was never Intended to force an 
entire inspection of tho trade. He 
thought more Inspectors should be put 
on, and last year tho force had been 
somewhi^t increased. Tho present act 
applied to Imported fruit. Ho adCed 
that ho might find It later necessary 
to come to . parliament and ask for 
more Inspectors. 

Mr. Lewis Introduced a bill calling 
for tho appointment of five inspec- 
tors of the sanitary condition of trains, 
stations and buildings In connection 
therewith. There was a clause in tho 
law dealing witli the matter, but the 
trouble was that, there was no one to 
enforce It. jTHe?

Dramatic Suicide of Aquiila

New York, March 26. — After careful- 
ly preparing a long obituary notice 
and handing It In at the office of tho 
Henild for submission to tho city 
editor, Aquiila Chase, a son of tho 
late General Daniel Chase, and a 
cousin of Salmon P. Chase, secretary 
of the treasury under President Lin- 
coln, stepped out Into Broadway and 
Herald -square today, and shot himself 
in the heart, He dieil within a few 
minutes. 

Mr. Chase was sixty years old. He 
had been ill and despondent for some 
time. In the papers he loft for publi- 
cation, he spoke bitterly of the fact 
that ho had been unable to obtain em- 
ployment In tho government service. 
"Uncle Sam wanted me badly enough 
in war time," he said. "My father and 
myself fought for the Union, and threo 
of my brothers died on the battle- 
field." 

He had been employed as a carpent- 
er in the Brooklyn navy yard until 
three months ago, when a cut down In 
the force came, and he was released. 
In concluding his obituary notice, he 
•asked that a fund of somo kind bo 
started to provide for his widow. 

Chase was a, lineal descendant ot 
Pergerine White, the first white child 
born in the party of Pilgrims wiio camo 
to America in tho .Mayliowor. Ho was 
(jiie of tlie, youngest enlisted men in 
the Union army, having barely reached 
thirteen wlien ho entered tho Maine 
volunteers. 

The suicide occurred during the niid- 
dle of the afternoon, when Broadway 
was crowded with shoppers and otliers. 
A crowd wlilch gathered at the sound 
of tiie shot blocked the street for a 
considerable distance, and was finally 
dispersed by tho police with diffloulty. 

SCH WMER A 'DRIFT 

Small Nova Scotia Vessel M^ets With 
Disaster in Storm on Bay of 
Fundy 

St. John, JIarcli 20. — A tclephono 
message from Chance Il.arbor, on tho 
Bay of Fundy coast, says that a two- 
masted schooner, hailing from Y'ar- 
inouth, N.S., was capsized in tlio bay 
last night or today, ami is drifting 
about. There Is no sign of tlie crew, 
nnd no sign of a boat, and It Is believ- 
ed that eltlier all hands were lost in 
the lieavy gale or that tlio schooner 
was abandoned after a buffeting In tho 
storm. The schooner is a two-top- 
master, about 40 tons, hull painted 
green. All sails were set, the mnlnsall 
double reefed. Both jibs were torn to 
i pieces. Yarmoutli, N.S., was painted 
I nn her taffrall, but her name was un- 
der water and could not be seen. Slio 
is descrlbi.'d as resembling a fishing 
vessel, which was jiossibly also used 
as a packet. Chance Harbor men went 
to lier in a motor boat about 4.30 p.m. 
and towed her within half a mllo of 
shore, hut on account of tho rough 
sea thoy had. to let her go adrift again.

This with 
the actual and prospective offer of 
similar vessels from other British 
colonies, notably New Zealand and 
Australia, has opened up new possi- 
bilities of nava! expansion, Aside 
from the naval aspect of the matter, 
the willingness of tho colonies to con- 
tribute naval assistance gives a prac- 
tical view to the long-cherished dream 
of imperial federation. In which the 
mother country and lior colonies will 
have common interests. The naval 
programme outlined by the first lord 
of the admiralty contemplates that tho 
homo government shall have fourteen 
vessels of the Dreadnought type by 
the end qf next year. Since this pro- 
gramme was . announced, New Zea- 
land's offer of: a Dreadnought fully 
equlpijed and without cost to the home 
government, has been officially ac- 
cepted. 

Tho New Zealand offer also con- 
templated the gift of a second Dread- 
nought if events make it necessary. 
Tho Australian Commonwealth, while 
not making the specific offer of a 
Dreadnought, has given assurances 
that Australia's resources will bo at . 
the disposal of tho homo government 
in time of emergency. 

The Australian people, not-:coritopt .: 
with action, aro urging the Common>- 
wealth government to make a specific 
offer of a Dreadnought, and in tho 
meantime large popiilar subscriptions 
are being raised for the construction 
of the battleships. Tho disposition of 
Canada to offer naval assistance, with 
possibly one or two Dreadnoughts, Is 
welcomed as a further evidence of 
colonial and imperial unity. 

^Vhether it will be feasible for tho 
colonies td control tho movements of 
their warships In time of peace, naval 
experts arc not prepared to say, but 
It is thought that, a plan, could bo de- 
vised by which . tKe . cdlbhlal - Dread- 
noughts, while a- part of the British 
navy, could be assigned to duty in 
colonial waters. 

In the aggregate, tho colonies could 
probably furnLsh six Dreadnoughts in ■ 
case of emergency. In addition to tho 
fourteen vessels of this type contem- 
plated by tho programme of tho ad- 
miralty. 

Probabilities at Ottawa. 

Ottawa, March 26. — While a num- 
ber of the more ardent Imperialists 
among the members of the Commons 
would like to see Canada follow the 
ex;uTip!e of New Zealand and offer one 
or more Dreadnoughts to the mother 
land, the majority, of the members 
seem inclined to take the view that 
what Canada should do is to take 
steps to provide for adequate defense 
of her owp ooast line and territorial 
waters. It is expected that when the 
debate on Mr. Foster's resolution 
comes up on Monday there will not 
be any marked diversity of opinion 
expressed. Tlio matter will be dis- 
cussed at tho meeting of the cabinet 
tomorrow, and after Mr. Foster has 
spoken on Monday the premier will 
announce tho general policy of the 
government. 

It is likely that after Saturday's 
council meeting. Earl Grey will draft 
a message to the Imperial authorities 
expressing the entire readiness of the 
Canadian government and people to 
give any needed support to the navy. 
There is no diversity of opinion 
among members of the cabinet as to 
(;anadn'H responsibility, and this will 
be made clear in the dispatch which 
may bo sent. That tho gift will not 
take the form of a battleship Is almost 
certain. That it may take tho form 
of a cash gift, pending tho inaugura- 
tion of a definite line of policy for 
tho defense of territorial waters, is a 
possibility, but It Ip certain th.at noth- 
ing definite has yet been decided upon. 

Discipline for Dentists 

Vancouver, B. C, March 26. — Mr, 
Justice Clement today decided that 
T. S. Moody, dentist, could not main- 
tain the sign, "New York Dentists," 
at his place of business, having been 
warned by the Dental AsBootatlon to 
remove It, 



' Price of Coal Kept Up 

New York, March 20. — There was no 
reduction In the price ot coal here to- 
day, the meeting of tho coal merchants 
association, wiilch had been called 
to declare tho usual spring reduction, 
being postponed ns tho expected 
inodillcatlon of a reduction In tho 
wholesale price by tho operators Was 
not received. 



Canada's Mineral Rescources 
Toronto, March 20. — Addressing the 
Empire Club yesterday on Canada's 
mineral resources, R. W. Brock, 
director of tho Geological Survey, said 
Canada was destined to become one 
of the greatest mineral countries In 
tlie world. Sufllclent surveys had 
been made to warrant the assertion 
that tho Dominion.; -resources were 
practically unllrhlted.

RAILWAY FROM INDIA 



Advantages of Such Line Un- 
der British Control Are 
Shown. 



London, JIarch 2G. — Before tho Cen- 
tral Asian society in this city Mr. Chas. 
E. Drumniond . Black; apoke on tho tiub- 
jeot of . "AiKaUwayifrom -the Mediter- 
ranean to Iiiaia/' ' A' select committee 
of the HouHo of Comonu, said Mr. Black, 
appointed iu 1871, unanlnioualy rccom- 
niundod tho opening up of conmiuiijea- 
tlons between tho BrltlBli and Turkisli 
ports for. the construction 01: a i-ailway 
from^ the Syrian coast to the l^erslan 
gulf. Although eventually the project 
fell through. There was a full conl'er- 
eiico between the two eountriea over the 
heads of the agreement, and this might 
now servo aa a useful precedent. Tliir- 
ty-six years .'had - elapsed^.'fand thougli 
tho railway then proposed and favored 
"■□y Great Britain was not an accomp- 
lished fact, It was fast materializing. 
But Germany had taken the place of 
England as tlio tutelary power In the 
buslnesB. Dealing with Great. Britain's 
concern in the. projoct, .. Mr, Black sub- 
mitted that should the Suez canal be- 
come blocked by accident or design, the 
existpnco of a line whereby reinforce- 
ments or supplies could l)o rapidly eon- 
\'eye(I to tlie scene of any .sudden rl.'ilng 
or raid might be of vital importance 
to England's tenure vf India. 

Tho shortening of the journey to tho 
East by seven days would have far- 
reaelihig conseciuences In oncoiir.ngliig 
tile viKit.s of business people, and tlic 
fhiw (if capital to India would be fur- 
ther eneouniged ':ty the facilities pro- 
vided for the more rapid conveyance ot 
letters and goods. In regard to tlie 
best route for n line from Europe to 
Wostoni India, the occupation ol" Egypt 
had .siipplii'd lOn.gland with a most Im- 
portant lialfway house, and the Anglo- 
Iliisslan agreement in respect of 
Northern Persia and the Persian Gulf 
lias defined and strongthened her spe- 
cial Interests and authority In those 
parts. Th(^ only region that was out- 
side her s|)hei-e of Interest was North- 
ern Aral)l.-i. and tho excellent relations 
now subsisting between Turkey and 
Great Britain encouraged the hope that 
tlte construction of a lino would not 
be viewed with disfavor. 

What ho advocated was a lino run 
as nuicli us possible under British con- 
trol. Roughly it might be .said to fol- 
low tho lino 30 degrees north from 
Egypt to India. It ,was at ono time 
urged against the projected line tliat a 
railway across Arabia cou1<3 never bo 
eonstructi'd owing to scnrclty of water. 
Hut the lleja^, railway, thougli travers- 
ing ti moni sterile region, had been 
built with great rapidity and cheapness 
and had practically solved the water 
difficulty. The total length of the lino 
he proposed was 2,200 miles, which at 
33 miles an hour would bo covered 
in two days and eighteen hotir.s. The 
cost of construction had been e.stlmated 
at from ?25,000 to $30,000 per mile.

it is hlghl>- satisfactory to be as- 
sured from (Tttuwa that the Dominion 
government appreciates the necessity 
of action on tlac part of Canada, in 
connection with tho Royal Navy, and 
that a strong policy will be adopted In 
that regard after consultation with 
the Admiralty.

We aro approaching, says the Globe, 
the centenary of the great discoveries 
of Gaspand Laudent Baylo and of 
Rene Thoophlle Hyaclntha T.aennec. 
They opened a now era In the light 
against phthisis. Among the ancients 
^ tuberculosis, according to the Ignor- 
t; ance of the titnes, was an evil loosen- 
\ ed by the fates. In the middle ages 
they approached the subject from a 
- more sclentiflc standpoint, and attrl- 
tinted plithlsla, so says a Paris con- 
, temporary, to certain pulmonaTy dls- 
V orders. Later empiricism le'd to the 
: view that a certain pestilence of the 
scrofulous order, which attacked the 
lungs at the glands of the neck, was 
the source of the trouble. At this time 
the people believed In the King's touch, 
and crowds, we learn, pressed round 
Henry IV. in March 1594, to be cured 
by the Royal hand. 

At the beginning of tlie last century 
Chateaubriand described the malady 
from which Mdlle. do Be.'iumont died 
as i)hthisis, .and was surprised that no 
one was willing to buy the lady's 

I etjulpages because phthisis had been 
declared a contagious malady. Bayle 
and Laennec have at last discovered 
the tubercle, and established the pro- 
cess of Its evolution. This epoch Is 
to be celebr.ated by a congress to bo 
held at" "Washington. Will the present 
century see the victory of medical 
science over this terrible malady, tlio 
destroyer of countless numbers of men. 
Xiaennec, it may be mentioned, foil a 

" victim to the mali^dy which he did so 

'.'.much to elucldate;,-.- 

Delagoa Bay, "which. It ,1s rumored, 
will soon pass into. ' the, hands of Great 
Britain, is an Important' relic of the 
days when the ' 'daring mariners of 
Portugal — "Vasco d'a Gama, Perestrello, 

\ and others — founded her colonial em- 
pire in Africa, of which so little re- 
'V mains. It Is a port of great value, as 
it Is the nearest harbor to the mines 

r of the Transvaal, and President Krug- 
er cast longing eyes on It in the pre- 
war; days. 

Once the centre of a feverish swamp, 
it has been gradually drained; electric 
trams, good macadamized roads, and a 
-splendid wharf for steamers aro 
amongst the recent Improvements at 
the port. Tlio harbor Is the most ex- 
tensive in South Africa, and beyond 
the river mouth extends a land- 
locked bay twenty-sl.x miles In longtli.

If air. Balfour should desire to reply 
to Mr. Asqulth, says the Standard, In 
the speech which ho Is expected to 
make to the TarllC Reform League 
tomorrow he is not likely to experience 
any dltticulty in exposing the hoUow- 
ness of the free trade position. O.'he 
Prime Minister virtually conllned 
himself to a defence of Ills somewhat 
incautious statement In the Hpuse-.o| 
Commons wh'en> referring to the re- 
cent increases in BHtlsh Investments 
abroad: He cried more Impulsively 
tlian considerately "Long may they 
continue." > -"We* are Justified In des- 
cribing ■ the statement as incautious, 
seeing that while he devoted himself 
to the defence of the exports of capital 
ho found it necessary to make numy 
reservations- and qualifications to his 
original statement. It is true tliat 
the exports of capital represent the 
products of British brains and Britisli 
hands,' but he now admits that tliere 
may be conditions when it miglit 
mean "an actual and inniicdiate loss, 
Or at any rate bo tho synijitom of a 
phase passing or permanent of In- 
dustrial depression." But It Is pre- 
cisely these conditions which tariff 
reformers are unanimous In declaring 
prevail with us at the present moment. 

The Morning Post says: — The par- 
liaments, of tho four South African 
colonies do not meet until the end of 
tnis month to deliberate on tlie draft 
Constitution, but in the meaniuue the 
proposals of the Closer Union Con- 
vention are naturally receiving close 
attention and examination ail over 
tlie country, and. general discussion 
should have given a clear indication 
of tlic trend of public feeling and 
opinion before the different legislat- 
ures are called upon to record their 
ttecisions. Tlie members of tho con- 
vention have been actively expound- 
ing them and urging the paramount 
need for union. Another powerful 
force is working in the same direction. 
A conference of tlie Closer Union 
societies, representing all iiurties and 
both races, with brandies scattered 
all over tho country, has passed a 
unanimous resolution In favor of 
adopting tho draft Constitution with- 
out amendment. It is strongly urged 
that any attempt to modify the terms 
as settled will reopen critical contro- 
versies and endanger the prospect of 
national union. Many individual 
features of the Constitution are open 
to criticism, but it makes an appeal to 
all who care for tho welfare of Soutli 
Africa and its people us a broad and 
comprehensive scheme for abolishing 
artlllclal boundaries and hampering 
divisions and for creating a new, 
prosperous and progressive state 
undei* the British flag. 

Referring to the Stirling divorce 
case, the Dally News says: — What 
strikes us most about our present 
state as revealed in this trial Is not 
so much its sin as Its inanity. Great 
sins may spring from the devouring 
passions, from illimitable desires -tfcat 
ccunt the world well lost for a 
moment's Joy, and also from excess 
of energy and the enormous ambitions 
of a .superman. But among society, 
as we see it here revealed there arc 
none of these things. It would be pro- 
fane to talk of passion In regard to 
the comfortable and easy satisfaction 
of these tame and selfish lives, for in 
passion there is always a certain 
purifying fire of unsellishness. Here 
there is no great motive and no great 
emotion. As Lord Guthrie said, the 
only occupation approaciiing serious- 
ness or usefulness was tho manicur- 
ing of each other's nails. It is a world 
In which bridge is about the most 
solemn- and far tlie most Intellectual 
pursuit — a world of bed, breakfasts at 
eleven and a silly succession of "en- 
joyments" for the rest of the day. AVe 
do not hear of great ambitions or 
even of violent purposes; there is 
nothing suberb or titanic In the way 
of life, but Instead, the Judge tells us 
of unreasonable and uncontrolled tem- 
pers, unstable ,ind undiscii)llned char- 
acters, and extravagance without 
object or taste'. It is all a picture of 
silliness and Indifference to common 
obligations rather than tlie spirit of 
revolt and defiance that wo usually 
connect with sin. 

Belfast "VA'liig:— A new scheme 
to induce army oflicers on their 
retirement to settle in British Col- 
umbia has ust been suggested by an 
Indian cavalry veteran. Colonel 
S. D. Gordon, who has returned to 
London after thoroughly "exploring" 
the country with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether it is suitable for retired 
army oflicers to live in. "I have come 
back very much impressed with the 
country, with the clieap living, the 
glorious climate, and the great sport," 
ho said to .1 Central News representa- 
tive. "It Ik pre-eminently ,i country 
for peojile with sporting In- 
stincts and small incomes. There 
are a groat many industries, 
such as fruit growing, which 
very pleasant, not too laborlou.s, 
and very profitable. Only a vei-y 
mall amount of ca))ltal Is required-^ 
from .c;?00 to .CI. 000 enables a man 
to Kt;irt very -.veil In fruit growing 
and ensures large jiroflts within a few 
years. In British Columbia a very 
small i)eii.«i(in poe.s a very long ^av, 
and with ii jienslon of £500 or .Ctiiiu 
a year a man may live In aliluence."

City Will Contribute Not IVlore 
Than $15,000 Towards 
. -..Cost of the W;ork-.. 



If the cost to the city docs not ex- 
ceed $15,000 the petition of tho ma- 
jority of pr0])erty owners on Linden 
uvenuo M'lll be granted by tho city 
coimcU and that thoroughfare, front 
l''ort street to Dallua road, will be 
paved with bltnlithlc pavement. Tho 
street has already been passed from 
Fort street to Fairfield road Cor ma- 
cadam and permanent walks and boulo- 
^ ards. The sidewalks to a certain ex- 
tent have been laid and a start made 
on the macadam but the roddwa^ has 
not been completed. The question of 
assessing for that part of the' last 
year's programme Which has been 
done will come up later for considera- 
tion. 

The petition of tho owners was read 
at last night's meeting of tho streets, 
bridges and sov.'crs committee. Ald- 
erman Turner, chairniun of tho com- 
mittee, stated that petitions from ov.'n- 
ers on Pemberton road and Cook street 
asking that the local lm])rovement 
work already authorlxcd be changed 
to provide for some hard surface 
pavement, are now being prepared. 
Alderman Henderson called attention 
to the fact that tho bylaws for tho 
Pemberton road and Cook street 
works have already been passed and 
the owners given what thny wanted 
liiHL year. 

"Let them have It If they pay the 
whole co.<;t," remarked Alderman num- 
ber, who referred to the fact that tho 
residents In his own v.-ard are not get- 
ting any local Improvements asked for. 
No Favors Coming. 

"The sooner your people realize tliat 
they can't get favors from tho couneil 
out of the general revenue the better. 
If thoy want extensive Improvements 
lot them pay lor them on the local 
Impi-ovements plan," stated Alderman 
Henderson. 

Alderman Stewart stated that ho had 
seen many of tho Linden avenue own- 
ers who wanted asphalt Or bltulithlc 
pa^■ement. They were willing to ac- 
cept a proposition towards which tho 
city should not pay a sum oxceodlng 
$15,000. Iletween FairOold road and 
Dallas road aro very few residents, 
and tho owners could hardly expect 
tho city to pay us large an amount as 
would be tho case in tho more thick- 
ly settled portion of the oltjr. But 
t)ie owners appreciated this fact. 

The city engineer was instructed to 
prep;ire an estimate uf cost and sub- 
mit it to the committee. From fig- 
ures which have been received by 
Alderman Turner the cost of laying a 
Ijltulithic pavement on a concrete 
foundation amounts to about $3 per 
snuare yard, while the cost of wood 
block iiavement Is figured at $8.70 per 
yard. 

The roriuests of ,i number of proper- 
ty owners that tlie city should put In 
drains and sewers to drain the water 
from off their premises was the occa- 
sion of a lengthy argument as to 
whether It is encumbent on tho city to 
undertake the work. In one or two 
cases the water on tho prlv.lte i)ro- 
porty was there because tho city had 
laid permanent sidewalks In front and 
where, before the wat(T could drain 
off under the old sidewalks, now tho 
means of egress are entirely shut olC 
Bridge street was a case in point. The 
city, engineer reported that to con- 
struct a surface- drain to carry off a 
quantity of water from private pro- 
perty on that thoroughfare would cost 
$000. 

Would Cost Too Much. 
Alderman Henderson urged that in 
such cases the owners bo forced to 
have the work done as a worit of local 
Improvement. To meet every case out 
of the general revenue would require 
tho expenditure of thousands, and tli.; 
city simply has not got the funds. 
Alderman Stewart declared that In the 
majority of cases the owners purchas- 
ed their property in low places be- 
cause they could get it cheaply and 
now they want tlio city to dr.aia tlie 
land and thus Improve its vulue. Af- 
ter considerable discussion the Bridge 
street matter was laid over for a 
week. 

Wliether tho city has tho power, 
when works of local Improvement aro 
being constructed, to put In neces- 
sary connections to the street lino in 
front of each lot In ord'^- tliat there 
shall be no subsequent tearing up nf 
the roadway, Is a ((uestinn wldch will 
bo referreil to tlie elty solicitor for an 
opinion. Till' inatti r was brought be- 
i fore, tlie coiiimiltoe liy tho city engi- 
j neer. who stated th;it wlille the owii- 
I ers henoCittcd liy tlir local Iniprove- 
I mcnt would liiivr to pay the entire lost 
of installing the connections tliey 
would ha\-o the ten years williip wliicli 
to pay an(; the saving In the item of 
road repair woidd be consiflcralile. 
Too Much Advice 
Alderman iluniijei- uuuljled the ne- 
cessity of referring the matter to tiie 
.solicitor, Ueclarlni; that tho cuuiieil 
could tscLtie till.- M"''siji)ii and Ui-Ciuo 
lliiwli tllp iM|vis;ih|lll.v 'jl ■itll'-rwlhe uf 
aU'-'lJliiig lli.j ciigiiu:L-r's .suggv.sliun.

Plaintiff in Logging Suit Gets 
Verdict for Twenty-Five 
Hundred Dollars 



The plaintiff yesterday was awarded 
a verdict of $2,500 In the case of 
Woodruff vs. VIpbnd, after the jury 
had boon out for -nearly three hours. 
Tlio pase, which has been stubbornly 
contested in the courts for tho last 
four days before Mr. Justice. Irving 
and a common jury, was one in which 
an engineer in a logging cnmp was 
suing fur damages on account of an 
accident received by lilm during log- 
ging oper.Ttions. 

(-Contradictory accounts of the ac- 
cident wore given, but Woodruffs ac- 
count, which was accepted by tlio 
Jury as shown hy their verdict, was 
that while cleaning up a chute pre- 
paratory' to mqyihi, tho liooktender 
instructed htth jfoVin^'v^ a. fender log 
a few feet to where it would be 
floated off by high water. While do- 
ing this, and watching tho hooktender, 
who was giving him tho necessary 
signals, ho was suddenly struck from 
behind and swept off his feet on to 
the machinery. The result was tiiat 
ills ankle was very badly broken, his 
clothea torn .-rnd he was otherwise 
hurt. ■\Vlille unable to say for cer- 
tain what struck him ho believed it 
to bo a hemlock log, some. 12 feet 
long by 6 inches thick which was ly- 
ing near him directly after the ac- 
cident. It was not there before, and 
the theory was that it had been ly- 
ing unnoticed In the chute, and had 
jumped out of tho chute by tlie 
pressure of tho fender log as a cherry 
pip Is shot out from between the 
finger and tliuinb. It was claimed 
also that it was tho buslne.ss of tho 
man in cliarge of the gang to see that 
the chute wai) free from (jbstrucUons, 
With the e.xceptiou of oiui witness, 
■who said that the heniloek log had 
been lying near the engine for some 
time, the defense was at a less to 
account for ' Its presence. Nobody 
seemed to have soen It, although oiio 
of tho wItnessoB for tho defense stated 
that It might have lain unnoticed in 
the chute. The defense urged that 
th(5 engineer was In charge of the 
ehuti', and that It was up to lilin to 
See that the chute was clear. Thoy 
said that Woodruff had been ordered 
to roll the fender log Into the chute, 
Ijut tliat he h.-id used too niucli steam 
with the result that It had sprung 
across tho eliute knocking him over. 

11 was also urged th.-it tlu; donkey 
engine was on the wrong side of tho 
chute anyhow, and thus materially 
increased the risk Incurred by the en- 
gineer. Several experienced loggers 
were called on endi sldi' as to this, 
and considerable difsi-n iu'i,' of opinion 
developed between the ■■xixM'ta. 

.Tudg(> Ir\-ing eh.'irged tho jury at 
length explaining In detail the " law 
as regards nogligenee, contributory 
nogligenee and so forth. He also sub- 
mitted to theiii a il.'it of questions to 
be answered covering the varlou.s 
points on which a verdict should lie 
busied. He Informed them, however, 
that thoy were not obllgr-d to answer 
tlieso questions but might bring in a 
general verdict either for tho plain- 
tiff or defendant. This they did after 
a dellberntlon lusting about three 
hours. Tliey found for the iilaintiff, 
as.ue.'i.sing the dairiages at SL'.nOO. 

The case was handled for the plain- 
tiff by Wm. C. Moresby and R. C. 
Lowe. W. H. Langley appeared for 
Mr. Vlpond.

TRIED RECIPES 

Rechauffe of Chicken, 
Cut till the meat from the bones and 
into neat pieces. Brush these over 
with dissolved butter, spread them 
with a sauce m.ado of etiuat parts of 
French and English mustard, chutney 
chopped fine and a sprinkle of lemon 
juice. Cook tlie chicken ten minutes 
in :i quick oven, and serve it round a 
smtiU mound of nicely mashed jiotato. 
A little gravy made from the bones, 
gristle, etc., well stewed and made in- 
t(j .-I brown roux is an addition that 
may be apiireciated. Another way Is 
to cut off all the meat, free it from 
skin and gristle, i)Ound It in a mortar, 
and afterwards- mix it with one-halt 
pint of cold boiled rice, adding a tablo- 
epoonful molted butter and on6'-half 
pint stock made from the skin and 
bones. This should be carefully flav- 
ored with Coralinc pepper, and salt to 
taste. Rub tho mixture through a 
sieve or coarse tammy, add the well- 
beaten yolks of two eggs, and after- 
wards the stiffly beaten whites of 
two. Share out the chicken into small 
liai)er cases tmd bake tliem a (pnirter 
of an hour In a moderate oven. They 
make a neat little enti;ec.

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BOATS SWEPT^ 



Sugar-Laden Steamer Dam- 
aged in Heavy Gale Two 
Days From Port 



FOUR BOATS CARRIED AWAY 



Seaman Swept Overiooard By 
Heavy Sea — Salvage For 
Sister Liner 



■\Vith four of her boats broken and 
swept away and with ono of lier crew 
missing — a Lascar sflarnan having been 
torn from where he clung to the rail 
and Hwept away on the crest of a 
foaming sea which broUo over the 
turret-back — the overdue augiir- 
laden steamer Clan Macfarlaiie reach- 
ed William Head quarautinu station 
yesterday raoriiiiiK from iMain-itlus. 
The trij) was a stormy one, lasting 
2G day.s from Moji, where a call was 
made for bunker coal. The Clan Mae- 
farlane, which left on January 30, is 
one of the big fleet .of ^Clan. freighters, 
similar to the Clan Ranald, tho mys- 
terious founaering:. of which when fif- 
teen hours out from Adelaide some 
v/eeks ago created considerable atten- 
tion, and she iiiado several calls en 
route for coal. Leaving Jloji on Jlarch 
1 tho steamer cncontiteriHl licuvv 
■weather most of the way across the 

■ Pacific, and when two days out from 
port, the gale in which the steamer 
-Monteaglo had one of her lifeboats 
smashed as It hung in the davits, was 
encountered with fatal result. The 
seas were treiiiendous, breaking over 
the steamer and battering against the 
upper part of the turret. One sea par- 

. tlally wrecked the top bf the hdiise on 
her bridge. In all four boats were 
smashed and the debris swept away, 
and one unfortunate Lascar, caught in 
the wash of ono of the seas which 
broke over the ship, was swept awav. 
Rescue was impossible. The stonmer 
proceeded to Vancouver from William 
iiead after taking on her pilot, ■ 
Weather Cold, . 
Although the Clan Jlacfarlano did 
not proceed far north she encountered 
very cold weather, her decks bein- 
covered with snow for two days, the 
thermometer registering '2S degrees of 
frost. 

During one of the storms the ice 
chest was broken loose from its moor- 
Inga and-is^gpt about tho deck, smash- 
ing a 'ebrnpanlpn leading to the bridge. 
The chest created considerable com- 
motion before it was secured, 

A sister liner of the augop steamer, 
the "Clan Fraser, earned some salvage 
money by picking up the Mcssagerles 
Marltlmcs steamer Sydney, from Yo- 
Icohama for Marseilles, near the Cey- 
lon coast, according to advices re- 
ceived in yesterday's malls. The Syd- 
ney, which was in trouble recently 
near Yokohama when she sank tho 
Japanese collier Iburl i\Iaru In Tokyo 
toay by collision and was libeled tor 
damages, broke her main shaft when 
qff the Ceylon coast near Hamban- 
tota. 

From Singapore. 
' After leaving Singapore, tho vessel 
experienced bad weather, and on Feb- 
ruary 11 and 12 the wind was ex- 
tremely strong and the current ad- 
verse. Rain also foil heavily, and It 
seemed as if tho Sydney was at the 
mercy of the huge waves, but she be- 
haved splendidly. On tho 13th tho 
weather was perfectly calm, the vessel 
steaming ahead, when, about 9.,30 a.m., 
a shock was felt by all on board, and 
a few inlnutos after the vessel stopped. 
It was then announced that she had 
met with an accident to her main 
•shaft, one of tho huge joints connect- 
ing which had given way. The con- 
sternation of the passengers was 
greatly lessened when this Information 
reached them, as they knew that there 
was no danger, and a little later 
everybody on board felt glad when 
they saw two or three steamers on 
tho horizon. In answer to a signal, 
tlic Clan Fraser arrived on tho scene 
and another steamer— the Clan Lind- 
.•^ay — also made herself ready, but did 
not come, a.s her assistance was not 
needed. After a brief delay, tho Syd- 
ney was towed into Gallo harbor. 

The Clan Macfarlane has been 
chartered to load at Portland for tho 
Orient.

On the day of the piracy the fleet 
was coming into harbor with a quan- 
tlty'Of shell which they wished to ship 
by steamers then In port. The differ- 
ent vessels were strung out In a line 
.'ioveral miles long, those In atlvance 
being near the American settlement, 
where there la n lar.go military force. 
Including Infantry, ravalry and artil- 
Idrv. The two hindmost vessrls. both 
biilonghiR- to Mr. lIe:iton lOllls, of 
Zamboan.ga, were .-iboiit eiglit miles 
from .Tolo whfMi liio.'ie in the otli'M' 
lie.'irlers, wliieh weri' eiiii-siilcrably in 
advance, beard sounds of tiring. Some 
anxiety was felt, but nothing appears 
to havo been done regarding the mat- 
ter.

Broslan Playhouse the Centre of a

Annie Tharau. the divoi'eed wife of a 
Berlin tlioatrlcal manager, and tor 
some time jiast she has been on 
terms of intimacy With one of her 
colleagues, a baritone named Ilofer. 
A few days ago, however, the Vienna 
composer, Granlchstadten, arrived at 
Preslau, to conduct the final rehear- 
sals of his comic opera, "Boy or Girl." 
He nt once fell in love with Madame 
Tharau, and as she returned his affec- 
tion they became engaged. Ilofer was 
duly apprised that the relations be- 
tween the young woman and hiinseU 
would have to come to an end, but 
notwith.stnnding, he called at her flat, 
and by Importunately ringing the hell 
at last induced her to come to tho 
door and speak to him. 

No sooner had she appeared, than 
he fell upon her with a poeket-htilfe 
and" Inflicted a dozen v/ounda on her 
face and' body. He managed to escape 
for the moment, and made an Ineffec- 
tual attempt at suicide in his own 
home by cutting an artery of , his 
wrist. Removed to the hospital at 
the instance of his friends, he was 
there arrested. 

Madame Tharau is not dangerously 
wounded, but her features are so 
much disfigured that it is doubtful 
whether, she will ever be able to ap- 
pear on the Btagfe again.
